Londen; Nai The Chay, former Ho Goverment representative in New Delhi, more 
recently in Rangoon’; and Le Van Thien. 


3. Soviet recognition of the Ho Chi Linh regime is late in coming and only en- 
phasizes the extent of Communist control. American recognition of Bao Dai 
is even later in coming. Nationalists who backed Bao Dai at first in the 
hope that, although personally a nonentity, he could be a rallying point for 
the non-Cammurist Vietnamese and had American backing, have now fallen away 
as he is clearly revealed as a French puppet. The Chinese Commmists are 
more Important than the Soviets in the Indochinese situation and are now in 
a position to control the Vietnamese Communists.
